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Middle schools row 
may move to courts 


THE controversial 
plan to close five 
middle schools is 
facing a legal chall¬ 
enge by the district 
council. 

Members of Forest 
Heath District Council 
voted on Tuesday to 
take the first step to¬ 
wards a judicial review 
of what was described 
as the “flawed” consult¬ 
ation process by Suffolk 
County Council before 
it decided to close the 
middle schools - two in 
Newmarket, two in 
Mildenhall and one in 
Brandon. 

The debate was set to take 
place behind closed doors 
with the press and public 
excluded, but a majority 
vote of members brought 
the issue out into the open. 

Afterwards Liberal Demo¬ 
crats criticised some of the 
council’s Conservative 
members for voting against 
the move to challenge the 
county council consultation. 

Cllr Tim Huggan, a 
Liberal Democrat, said: 
“Local people will be 
disappointed that after 
much talk from local Tories 
that they opposed middle 
school closures they failed 
to turn words into action 
and support local cam- 
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paigners in their fight to 
overturn the flawed pro¬ 
cess.” 

A vote of 11 in favour and 
nine against was passed 
saying that the district 
council was “minded” to 
institute legal proceedings 
to force a judicial review on 
the “flawed” consultation 
carried out by the county 
council. 

Some Conservatives sup¬ 
ported the challenge, but all 
nine who voted against were 
Conservatives, mainly those 
representing the Newmark¬ 
et and Mildenhall areas. 

Independent councillor 
Andy Drummond proposed 
the move after the meeting 
heard that a specialist 
barrister had advised that 
the district council had a 
“better than evens” chance 
of winning a legal chall¬ 
enge. 

If the district council’s 
challenge is successful, the 
county council may be 
forced to start the consult¬ 
ation process all over again. 

The Conservative-con¬ 
trolled county council’s 
cabinet has already voted to 
move the schools reorgan¬ 
isation to the next stage 
with legal notices being 
issued for the closure of the 
middle schools by 2012.

Ex-steward is 
accused of 13 
theft charges 


A FORMER Conservative 
club steward faced 13 theft 
charges and one of fraud 
when she appeared in 
court. 

Jacqueline Manning, 44, 
who worked at Newmarket 
Conservative Club, is accus¬ 
ed of stealing from the club 
and members. 

Manning, of Waterloo 
Close, Studlands Park, 
Newmarket, indicated that 
she intends to deny the 
charges when she appeared 
before District Judge David 
Cooper at Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates’ court. 

Prosecutor Rosalind Clark 
said it was alleged that 
Manning, who had worked 
at the club since March, 
2004, had “systematically 
stolen from the club on 
different occasions using 
different methods”. 

She is accused of stealing 
more than £4,000 from the 
club. She has been charged 


with three offences of theft 
by an employee, one count of 
fraud and 10 other thefts - 
alleged to relate to indiv¬ 
idual membership fees. 

Her solicitor Claire Lock- 
wood said: “She denies all 
offences and any dis¬ 
honesty” 

She said Manning had no 
previous convictions. 

Judge Cooper adjourned 
the hearing until March 24 
to give Manning a chance to 
“think about” her plea to the 
charges. She was granted 
bail. 

The Conservative Club, in 
Exeter Road, Newmarket, 
closed in January after 116 
years due to falling income. 

The club’s committee has 
been having talks with a 
developer about the sale of 
the site and so far no 
decisions have been taken 
about the possibility of 
reopening the club in 
different premises.

Neighbours fined 
over fly-tipping

Garage fire spreads to car 


A SUSPECTED arson 
attack left a garage 
and a car burned out. 
Firefighters were 
called to garages to 
the rear of Freshfields, 
Newmarket, just

They found a garage 
had been set alight. 
The blaze spread to a 
car inside. 

Foam was used to 
tackle the car fire, as it 
had spread to the fuel. 


The fire was brought 
under control by 
3.30am. 

A spokeswoman for 
Suffolk fire and rescue 
service said the fire is 
being treated as 
suspicious. 


Bogus caller pushed 
out of house by OAP 
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TWO neighbours living less 
than half a mile from an 
official council waste tip 
have been fined for fly¬ 
tipping behind their homes. 

Stephen Price, 45, and 
neighbour Mark Shadbolt, 26, 
were each fined £100 and ordered 
to pay £100 costs with a £15 
victim surcharge after they 
admitted dumping old furniture, 
a rabbit hutch and plastic crates 
on land behind their homes in 
Exning Road, Newmarket. 

The council household waste 
and recycling site is in nearby 
Depot Road. 

Magistrate Colin Reeve, who 
heard the case at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds court with two colleag¬ 
ues, suggested that Forest Heath 
District Council should consider 
putting up a warning sign beh¬ 
ind houses in Exning Road, New¬ 
market, after hearing that the 
area had become a dumping 
ground. 

“This is clearly a practice that 
has been going on for some time, 
but it’s not acceptable,” he said. 

“It might be worth the council 
putting up a sign in this location 
to save this from happening 
again.” 

Paul Weller, prosecuting for 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said there had been a complaint 
to the council about the dumping 
of an old sofa, chair and other 
items about September 16 last 
year. 

He said it cost the council 
£86.22 to remove the items and 
the council’s legal costs of 
bringing the case were £155.74. 

Mr Weller said: “It’s fly 
tipping. It’s perhaps at the lower 
end of the scale, but nevertheless 
it does nothing to add to the 
amenity of the area and for that 
reason the authority was minded 
to bring this prosecution.” 

Price told the court the area at 
the end of gardens of the houses 
had been used as a dumping 
ground for the nine years he had 
lived there. 

“If someone gets a new cooker 
or fridge, the old one goes there,” 
he said. 

He said council workers 
regularly cleared the area and he 
had joked with them when they 
were called to remove three bags 
of manure. 

He said there were no signs 
warning people that people 
dumping rubbish would be liable 
for prosecution. 

“I didn’t think I was breaking 
any laws in any way,” he said. 


A PLUCKY pensioner shoved a 
bogus caller out of his house. 

The potential thief left empty- 
handed after the householder, a 
man in his 90s, repeatedly told 
him to get out of his home in 
George Lambton Avenue, 
Newmarket. 

The caller, a man believed to be 
in his 40s, walked into the house 
when the pensioner opened the 
door. He said something about 
water and pointed upstairs. 

He went into the kitchen and 
turned a tap on but the pensioner 
told him to get out and pushed 
him out of the kitchen. 

Police said the caller then left 
the house continuing to talk 


about water. 

The caller was a white man in 
his 40s. He was about 5ft 8in tall 
and of medium build. He was 
unshaven and was wearing a 
blue padded jacket and dark- 
coloured trousers. 

Police have renewed warnings 
to householders to always ask for 
identification before allowing 
callers into their homes.

The lorry 
driver escaped serious injury 
The crash, which happened 
just before 9am, closed one 
lane of the southbound 
carriageway until the 
wreckage was cleared.

4.27pc 

THE cost of pol¬ 
icing in Suffolk 
will rise by 4.27 
per cent from 
April. 

The county’s 
police authority 
has set its budget 
at £109.44 million 
in 2009/10. 

It means that an 
average band D 
household will be 
pay £156.03 to¬ 
wards policing - a 
rise of £6.36 over 
last year. 

The amount will 
be included in 
householders’ 
bills along with 
the demands from 
county, district 
and parish coun¬ 
cils. 

Gulshan Kay- 
embe, who chairs 
the authority, said: 
“This year’s bud¬ 
get will see the 
constabulary aim¬ 
ing to make more 
than £4.6 million 
in efficiency sav¬ 
ings and prod¬ 
uctivity gains. 

“However, at the 
same time we will 
be able to finance 
some modest 
growth in tackling 
domestic abuse, 
tackling alcohol- 
related anti-social 
behaviour, mon¬ 
itoring registered 
sex offenders and 
violent offenders 
in the community 
and working in 
schools. 

“These are the 
areas which peo¬ 
ple have told us 
are their prior¬ 
ities.” 

But she said the 
most challenging 
factor was setting 
a budget after rec¬ 
eiving the lowest 
percentage in¬ 
crease in Govern¬ 
ment grant in the 
country, coupled 
with the con¬ 
tinuing need to 
make savings. 


Signs to 
go as new 
bike path 
is built 


UNENFORCEABLE 
20mph speed limit 
signs are to be 
removed to allow a 
busy road to revert 
to a 30mph limit. 

The 20mph signs were 
installed in Exning 
Road, Newmarket, 
around 10 years ago as 
part of a Government 
scheme aimed at slow¬ 
ing traffic at junctions. 

The limits applied to 
short distances along 
the road at junctions. 
But because the 
distances were so short 
it is understood that the 
police were unable to 
enforce the lower limits. 

Now the signs are set 
to go after Suffolk 
County Council, which 
installed them in the 
first place, received no 
objections to their 
removal. 

The signs currently 
remain in place al¬ 
though the 30mph limit 
now applies along the 
road. 

They are likely to go 
when the county council 
starts work on a new 
cycle path along the 
pavement. 

The £120,000 scheme, 
which will mean temp¬ 
orary road closures at 
some junctions, will 
extend a cycle path from 
the junction with Laur¬ 
eate School Road to 
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Rowley Drive - about 
three-quarters of a mile. 

A county council 
spokeswoman said the 
cycle way would link to 
Scaltback Middle School 
in Elizabeth Avenue, 
just off Exning Road. 

She said: “As part of 
the county council’s 
policy to promote sus¬ 
tainable means of 
transport, the scheme 
will provide a safe off¬ 
road facility and, in 
particular, will encour¬ 
age young and less 
confident cyclists, as 
well as helping all 
cyclists to access Nat¬ 
ional Cycle Route 51, the 
Yellow Brick Road. 

“Cyclists and pedes¬ 
trians will be able to use 
the entire width of the 
existing footway, as 
there is insufficient 
room to provide a sep¬ 
arate cycling facility. 

“At each side road 
crossing motorists will 
be made aware of the 
presence of cyclists and 
pedestrians by signing 
and contrasting sur¬ 
facing materials.” 

She said the scheme 
would improve safety 
for pedestrians and 
vulnerable road users.

Fine and ban for man who failed to take blood test 


A MAN found staggering 
from a car which had been 
in a crash later refused to 
let police take a blood 
sample to check his alc¬ 
ohol level, a court heard. 

Anthony Skingle, 50, 
failed a roadside breath 
test after the crash in 
Valley Way, Newmarket, 


just after midnight on 
Sunday February 15. 

But at the police station 
he failed to provide suff¬ 
icient breath samples to 
give a read-out on the 
breath test machine. 

A doctor was called to 
take a blood sample but he 
refused to allow a blood 


test, prosecutor Rosalind 
Clark told District Judge 
David Cooper at Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates’ 
court. 

Mark Thompson, def¬ 
ence solicitor, said Skingle, 
of Windsor Road, New¬ 
market, had been a pass¬ 
enger in the car when the 


crash happened. 

He said he had tried to 
provide a breath sample at 
the police station but had 
been unable to do so. 

He said Skingle had 
been unwilling to have a 
blood test because he knew 
someone who had died 
from a blood disorder. 


Judge Cooper imposed a 
fine of £90 and ordered 
Skingle to pay £60 costs 
and £15 victim surcharge. 

Skingle was also banned 
from driving for 12 
months. 

He admitted failing to 
provide a sample for 
analysis. 


Move to 

alter 

plane 

stacking 

plans 

NEWMARKET’S 
MP has welcomed 
an announcement 
of possible changes 
in proposals to 
move aircraft hold¬ 
ing “stacks”. 

Leaders of the 
town’s racehorse 
breeding industry 
had opposed plans 
by NATS, the 
leading UK air 
traffic control com¬ 
pany, to establish a 
holding pattern for 
planes waiting to 
land at Stansted, 
over parts of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and 
Suffolk. 

They were con¬ 
cerned that the 
increased aircraft 
noise could harm 
the multi-million 
pound industry 
and could lead to 
some international 
racehorse owners 
moving their oper¬ 
ations out of 
Britain. 

Now NATS has 
agreed to revise its 
plans and hold a 
new consultation 
this summer. 

MP Richard 
Spring said: “I am 
delighted that after 
a long fought cam¬ 
paign, NATS has 
now decided to look 
at alternative opt¬ 
ions.” 

Ian Hall, NATS’ 
director of oper¬ 
ations, said: “Many 
people were con¬ 
cerned that the 
original proposal 
was ‘a done deal’ 
and that NATS 
would not listen to 
objections. 

“We have been 
similarly clear that 
this was a genuine 
consultation and 
that we would 
listen to the views 
expressed. 

“This second 
consultation 
demonstrates that 
we did listen, we 
have taken note 
and where possible 
options will be 
included for con¬ 
sideration.”

£50,000 for their charity plus the 
added incentive of a five-star trip 
for two to Dubai for Racing’s 
2010 World Cup or support from 
John Smith’s to continue their 
development as an amateur 
jockey. 

Those undergoing training at 
Newmarket include a 53-year-old 
farmer, a jeweller, a publican, a 
chartered surveyor and a vet’s 
secretary.

Police issue alert over 


Grant will pay 
for memorial 


to get facelift 

A VILLAGE war memorial is to be given 
a facelift thanks to a grant of nearly 
£500. 

The memorial at Carlton will be 
cleaned and missing letters will be 
infilled using the £474 grant, one of 12 
totalling £50,000 which have been given 
out by English Heritage and the Wolfson 
Foundation to help maintain such 
monuments. 

Edith Osborn, parish clerk, said: 
“Carlton Parish Council is very pleased 
to have been awarded a grant by English 
Heritage and the Wolfson Foundation to 
clean and repair the war memorial. 

“The parish is very small and 
consequently does not have the money to 
carry out this work unaided. 

“A refreshed war memorial will stand 
out at the junction of the roads in the 
village and will provide a fitting 
approach to the church.” 

Ian Leith, who chairs the war 
memorials panel at English Heritage, 
said: “War memorials stand at the heart 
of virtually every community in 
England. Not only are they poignant 
reminders of the scale of losses endured 
by ordinary people in two world wars 
and numerous other armed conflicts, but 
collectively they provide a spectacular 
legacy of 19th and 20th century art and 
sculpture, the result of a spontaneous 
emotional response by bereaved families 
and communities on a scale which is 
unlikely ever to be repeated. 

“Many memorials are not listed or 
protected in any way and thus need the 
community’s special vigilance and the 
support of War Memorials Trust.” 


Officers’ expenses

Everything from taxi fares, tips and 
meals as well as travel costs will be listed 
in a bid to remove some of the secrecy 
surrounding public spending. 

Suffolk police are already routinely 
publishing their claims, and now Camb¬ 
ridgeshire is preparing to follow suit by 
March. 

A spokesman said: “We currently 
publish the expenses of the Chief Con¬ 
stable and plans are in place to begin 
publishing details of expenses for other 
senior offices from the force.” 

Maurice Frankel, director of the 
Campaign for Freedom of Information, 
welcomed the move. 

He said: “I think it represents a change 
in attitude. Leaders in the public sector 
are gradually realising the need for 
accountability”

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‘Ship’ off course without captain 


Sir, I am writing to express my 
shock that within weeks of 
announcing fundamental 
changes to schools in 
Newmarket and other areas the 
director for Children and Young 
People’s Services at Suffolk 
County Council, Rosalind 
Turner, has resigned and will be 
moving to Kent Council. 

And why is this we ask? One of 
the main reasons I would 
suggest is the uncertainty 
brought about by the 
impending ruling by the 
Boundary Commission which 
could spell the end for Suffolk 
County Council. 

This would mean Rosalind 
Turner could be out of a job. 


Rather like the position that 
many middle school teachers 
now find themselves in 
because the council has 
proposed to shut them. The 
council has of course assured 
us that middle school staff will 
not jump ship in the same 
manner as Rosalind Turner has. 
Her resignation smacks of 
hypocrisy. 

So what now for the School 
Organisation Review? Already 
in stormy seas and believed by 
many to be off course, it is now 
cut adrift with no captain at the 
helm. I can foresee only one 
conclusion. 

The council now finds itself in 
the unenviable position of 


trying to fill this post when it 
can offer no job security. This 
will inevitably lead to the use of 
temporary and less than 
adequate personnel at a vital 
time for schools in Newmarket 
and other areas. 

If these proposed changes are 
going to be implemented with 
minimal disruption and damage 
to those children already in the 
system, it will require the best 
minds. If the Waitrose Junction 
and Clock Tower roundabout 
are anything to go by, these 
minds need to be far superior 
to any currently found at 
Suffolk County Council. 
Rosalind Turner’s resignation 
has just created even more 


distrust, uncertainty and worry 
that education for children 
already in the system will be 
written off. 

It is very likely that, as Rosalind 
Turner sat in on the St Felix 
public meeting, she was able to 
relax in the knowledge that she 
would not be around to take 
responsibility or pick up the 
pieces when it all goes wrong 
and buildings are not 
completed on time and middle 
schools are without teachers. I 
hope Rosalind Turner will spare 
a thought for our sinking ship 
from sunny Kent. Thanks a lot.

Council timing over schools just ‘fantastic’ 


Sir, Well done Suffolk County Council, could 
you have got it more wrong! 

The council that uses a radio advert to 
encourage parents to take their children to 
free pre-school sessions to “learn to 
communicate with other children and 
adults” using a male voice that hasn’t got a 
‘th’ in his vocabulary (trough play after their 
fird birthday) has just confirmed the policy 
that our great Newmarket area middle 
schools are to be closed. 

Their timing is fantastic. This policy, (which 
was always justified in their documents by 
more financial reasons than educational 
reasons), has been confirmed, just when the 


Government’s future funding for school 
rebuilding (which they are banking on) is in 
doubt and the Cambridge review says that 
primary school education does not produce

Just as the Director of Children and Young 
People is making a timely exit from Suffolk 
(to Kent) long before this mess will give 
quantifiable results in Suffolk, I am pleased 
that my two children who went through the 
Newmarket middle schools to emerge as 
happy, “rounded” individuals (as well as well 
educated ones) will not have to suffer what I 
believe will be the traumas of the next 
generation in Suffolk schools.

Plea to landlords 
over drug farms

A WARNING has been 
issued by police to landlords 
and letting agents to make 
regular checks on 
properties after the dis¬ 
covery of drug farms in 
rented houses. 

During the past 14 months, 
police seized more than 1,500 
cannabis plants, with a street 
value of thousands of pounds at 
houses in the Forest Heath 
district, which includes New¬ 
market and Mildenhall. 

Since January 2008, police 
have found cannabis growing at 
17 houses in the district, with 
quantities ranging from one or 
two plants to more than 400. 

In the case of the larger 
“factories”, electricity meters 
were bypassed to set up rooms 
full of plants with lighting and 
heating equipment. As well as 
being illegal commercial 
enterprises, the dangerous 
wiring put these properties and 
neighbouring houses at risk of 
fire. 

A number of people have been 
arrested and jailed as a result of 
police investigations. 

But Det Insp Andy Smith said: 
“Across Suffolk, and in Forest 
Heath particularly, we are seeing 
an increase in the number of 
cannabis factories uncovered. 

“Many of the factories are det¬ 
ected after members of the local 
community raise suspicions, or 
when landlords call at the 
property. We are appealing for

everyone’s help in cracking 
down on this illegal practice. 

“I would appeal for anyone 
who suspects a cannabis factory 
has been set up in their com¬ 
munity or if you are a landlord 
and think there may be a factory 
in one of your properties, to get 
in touch with us immediately” 

A special guide, Keeping 
illegal drugs out of rental 
properties, is available to letting 
agents and landlords, giving an 
opportunity for them to gain 


one-to-one advice from Safer 
Neighbourhood Team officers. 

Anyone wanting a copy or any 
further advice should call 
Suffolk police’s drug reduction

Catering for a wedding 
can be notoriously expen¬ 
sive, so Richardson advises 
sticking to a simple menu 
such as sausages and mash, 
serving your wedding cake 
for pudding and popping 
over to France for the all- 
important wine. 

“Also buy simple white, 
iced cakes from a super¬ 
market and have a go at 
decorating them yourself, 
or ask your florist to 
decorate them with fresh 
flowers. 

“Have a buffet instead of 
a sit down meal as you’re 


likely to need fewer waiting 
staff, and instead of using 
flowers as decoration, use 
balloons to brighten up the 
reception,” she says. 

If you are on a very tight 
budget, Richardson recom¬ 
mends making your own 
wedding invitations, but 
warns that you should give 
yourself plenty of time and 
perhaps even rope in your 
bridesmaids for some 
creative evenings. 
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Driver thanks men who 
rescued her from ditch

A WOMAN dragged out from her 
overturned car in a water-filled ditch 
has contacted the Weekly News to 
thank her rescuers. 

Elizabeth Harris, who was saved by two 
workers from Cambridge Marshall Motor 
Group, said: “I think I had a very lucky 
escape.” 

She was trapped in her car after it skidded 
on an icy road and overturned into a ditch 
between Brinkley and Six Mile Bottom, near 
Newmarket. 

David Savidge, 46, and Michal Gmaj, 30, 
were out on a test drive when they came 
across the upturned car, as reported in the 
Weekly News. 




Mrs Harris, 44, said: “I was stuck between 
the steering wheel and the seat and I couldn’t 
move. 

“I was facing the field and I couldn’t see the 
road. My side was in the cold water. I’m not 
good with water at the best of times and it 
wasn’t very nice. 

“I hoped someone would come along and I 
used the horn to attract attention. 

“Someone appeared at the window but they 
couldn’t open the doors. I didn’t realise it at 
the time, but I found out later they broke the 
back window to get in. 

“They took the keys out of the ignition and 
lowered my seat back and suddenly I could 
move. They took the back seats down so I 
could get out. 

“They pulled me out and helped me up the 
bank and I was able to walk to the ambulance. 

“I just really want to say a big thank you to 
the men for getting me out. It could have been 
a lot worse.” 

Mr Savidge told the Weekly News of their 
relief at getting Mrs Harris out of the car. 

Speaking after the rescue, he said: “Her 
head was in the water which was rising as the

snow and ice was melting. 

“It was a race against time to get her out. 
We got her seat belt off and managed to get 
her out of the car as the emergency services 
arrived. 

“The weather conditions were terrible and

Mrs Harris, a mother of two, was on her 
way to work at Curry’s in Newmarket Road, 
Cambridge, from her home at Broad Road, 
Little Thurlow. 

She was treated by paramedics and taken 
home to recover. 

She said: “The road had not been gritted. I 
wish I’d gone another way that day!”

Cheveley 

RESIDENTS of the 
North Ward of 
Cheveley were 
informed of 
encouraging 
developments in the 
parish council’s bid to 
establish a public right 
of way between 
Duchess Drive and 
Centre Drive through 
Duchess Park. 

The clerk reported that 
she had received 
confirmation from the 
definitive map officer 
at Cambridgeshire 
County Council that 
the consultation had 
begun on the 
application for a 
modification order 
requesting that the 
original Meadow Lane 
be made a restricted 
byway. 

County councillor 
Matthew Shuter said 
there had recently 
been considerable 
success with similar 
applications in the 
county where evidence 
of use had been 
submitted. 


It was emphasised 
that, although 
considerable evidence 
to support the 
application had 
already been 
produced, anyone who 
had not yet done so 
and had experience of 
using Meadow Lane in 
the past could 
complete a form which 
could be obtained 
from the clerk who 
would add it to the 
submission. 

District councillor 
Peter Cresswell 
reported that East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council has 
issued an enforcement 
notice to the 
developer, David 
Wilson Homes, and 
that they have been 
instructed to remove 
the vertical slats and 
unlock the pedestrian 
access gate within one 
week of March 24 and 
maintain permanent 
access. He also 
reported that the 
developers would have 
the right to appeal 
against this notice but 


should they be 
unsuccessful and fail 
to take remedial 
action, could be 
subject to a £20,000 
fine. 

The district council 
would then have the 
right to rectify the 
breach. 

District councillor Carl 
Poole added that 
district members have 
until March 18 to 
contribute their 
comments to the 
public right of way 
application. 

It was felt that all the 
points raised at the 
public open meeting 
regarding time scales, 
costs and litigation etc 
had now been 
covered. 

The clerk would 
forward a copy of the 
report of the public 
open meeting to the 
developers and inform 
them that it is their 
decision whether to 
proceed with the 
pathway that they had 
proposed. 

The meeting was 
informed that following 


the resignation of Pam 
Moffat there were only 
two councillors 
remaining to represent 
the North Ward. 

Should they both be 
unable to attend a 
meeting no business 
could be carried out as 
it is required that at 
least one councillor 
from each ward must 
be present to form a 
quorum. 

It was agreed that the 
clerk contact the local 
press for help in raising 
awareness of the 
situation and 
consideration would be 
given to delivering a 
recruitment letter to all 
residents in the North 
Ward, although it was 
noted that this would 
result in associated 
costs. 

Tenders had been 
received from local 
firms for the 
construction of the 
proposed path at the 
cemetery and it was 
agreed that Adam 
Bennett, Ian Brooks 
and Cedric Burton 
would review these 


and work with the clerk 
to obtain any further 
details or clarification 
from the contractors. 
They would report 
back to the next 
meeting with their 
recommendations. 

It was resolved that the 
council would join the 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council pilot 
scheme and purchase 
six dog waste bins and 
receive two additional 
ones free of charge. 

A shortlist of locations 
for these would be 
discussed at the next 
meeting and the clerk 
would then liaise with 
the dog warden 
regarding the final 
positioning. 

The annual parish 
meeting would now be 
held on Tuesday, May 
26, at 7.30pm in the 
community room of 
Cheveley School. 

The next parish council 
meeting would be held 
at 7.30pm on Tuesday, 
March 10, also at 
Cheveley School.

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Cannabis farm 
minder jailed 


AN ILLEGAL imm¬ 
igrant has been 
jailed for helping to 
grow more than 140 
cannabis plants. 

Thanh Pham, a 
Vietnamese national, 
appeared before Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court and 
pleaded guilty to one 
count of producing a 
Class C drug. 

Judge Jonathan Haw¬ 
orth heard that Pham 
had arrived in the UK 
last October in the back 
of a truck. 

Sara Walker, pros¬ 
ecuting, said Pham was 
told he would be given a 
job as a fisherman, but 
instead was taken to an 
address in Old School 
Lane, Brinkley, and told 
to care for cannabis 
plants being grown 
there. 

Speaking no English, 
Pham, 33, remained in 
the house looking after 
the plants, with only 
occasional phone calls 
made to him asking 
how he was getting on.

On December 3, police 
searched the house 
following a tip-off from 
nearby residents and 
found 149 mature cann¬ 
abis plants, plus five 
bags of cannabis leaves. 

Michael Magee, miti¬ 
gating, asked Judge 
Haworth to take into 
consideration that 
Pham’s wife, who is 
living in Vietnam with 
her father, had just had 
their third child, and 
that he had come to the 
UK “looking for a better 
life”. 

Sentencing Pham, 
Judge Haworth said: 
“You have pleaded 
guilty to an offence of 
cultivating drugs. 

“You came to this 
country expecting diff¬ 
erent employment but 
you ended up in this 
criminal activity. 

“For that you must be 
sentenced to a period of 
imprisonment. 


“In light of your 
guilty plea and your 
circumstances, that sen¬ 
tence is 12 months’ im¬ 
prisonment. 

“You will receive 
credit for the days you 
have already served and 
you will serve one half 
of that sentence. 

“I recommend that 
when you have served 
that sentence you are 
deported back to Viet¬ 
nam.” 

A police spokes¬ 
woman said: “This is 
not the first time that a 
Vietnamese person has 
been brought over to 
this country to run a 
cannabis factory. 

“Landlords should 
take all precautions to 
ensure they know who 
they are renting their 
properties to and what 
they will be used for.” 

She added: “Residents 
should also report any 
suspicious activity in 
their neighbourhood to 
the police.”

A HOSPITAL ward has been 
closed to new admissions 
after an outbreak of the 
winter vomiting virus. 

Ward F8 at West Suffolk Hos¬ 
pital, Bury St Edmunds, where 
patients from the Newmarket, 
area are among those treated, has 
closed after 13 patients showed 
symptoms of norovirus infection. 

It is the latest ward closure at 
the hospital due to the virus 
which struck earlier in the winter. 

Dr Caroline Barker, the hos¬ 
pital’s infection control doctor, 
said: “Norovirus is very infect¬ 
ious and every year there are 
cases in the community which 
transfer to the hospital. 

“Because the virus has an 
incubation period of several days, 
people are often unaware that 
they are carrying it until after 
they have passed it on. 

“We are managing the current 
cases using our stringent infect¬ 
ion control policies and have been 
proactive to stop the infection 
from spreading to any other 
wards. 

“Our cleaning staff have also 
been working hard to make sure 
enhanced cleaning takes place on 
the affected ward. 

“We would advise anyone who 
has had diarrhoea or vomiting to 
stay away from the hospital for at 
least 72 hours after they have 
recovered, even if they feel better. 
Otherwise they run the risk of 
unknowingly passing the highly 
contagious illness on to someone 
who is already sick. 

“Anyone who visits the hospital 
should be vigilant and take care to 
clean their hands. 

“If they are visiting the affected 
ward, they should use soap and 
water when they arrive and before 
they leave as the alcohol gel is not 
effective against this virus.”

IT SEEMS that to be a 
success these days you have 
to do more than just be 
successful - you have to 
make a comeback too. Just 
look at Take That and The 
Spice Girls. 

The same can be said for the car 
industry. Car makers are always 
re-engineering their designs and 
the latest brand to make its 
comeback is MG. 

The MG TF LE500 is the first 
product to be assembled at MG 
Rover’s Longbridge base since it 
was taken over by the Shanghai 
Automotive Industry Corporation 
(SAIC) last summer. The parts 
were shipped-in from China and 
the LE500 had the responsibility of 
bringing Britain’s favourite sports 
car brand back to the UK resting 
on its shoulders - or should that be 
its canvas hood! 

So while the country 
experienced the coldest winter on 
record for 18 years I was testing 
the Vibrant Orange version of the 
exclusive sports car - I only hoped 
the heating was as firey as its 
head-turning colour. 

The exterior is sleek and 
sophisticated with black 16-inch

alloys fitted as standard with 
visible red calipers gleaming 
through the 11 spokes. The twin 
exhaust gives a hint of a lively 
engine and the tinted glass and 
badge detailing add to the sports 
car look. 

Inside the car is equally as 
stylish as the outside and 
surprisingly spacious for a 
two-seater. Only 500 of this model 
have been launched and between 
the seats you will find the unique 
LE500 badge with every one of the 
edition individually numbered. 

The cabin is compact yet 
surprisingly comfortable for a two- 
seater and the leather seats are 
supportive, especially on winding 
roads where the hard suspension 
is impossible to ignore. 

As you turn the hinged key the 
1.8-litre mid-engined sports car 
gushes with energy. The new 
Variable Valve Control N series 


engine will take 
the car from 0-60 
in an 

impressive 8.3 
seconds and 
gives a top 
speed of 

127mph. 

The sound 
produced by the 
robust engine is 
loud in the 
cabin, which is 
to be expected, 
but the 

excitement of 
driving the 
confident roadster more than 
makes up for it. 

MG has marketed the LE500 as 
“a car for all seasons” and I have to 
admit I was dubious but even 
when the temperature in 
Cambridge was fixed below zero 
the rear-wheel drive car stuck to 
the road demanding my full 
attention. The five-speed manual 
gearbox enables short, precise 
gear changes and the chunky 
steering wheel gives the support 
needed to accelerate hard and 
enjoy everything the capable 
engine has to offer. 

The upgraded brakes are superb 
and together with twin airbags, air 


conditioning, passive engine 
immobilisation with a Thatcham 
category 1 alarm and parking 
sensors make the MG TF LE500 a 
reassuring option as well as an 
iconic sports car. 

The MG TF LE500 is available to 
buy locally from Advantage MG in 
Swavesey. The Swavesey site is 
also the centre for the MG Owners 
Club where you can purchase 
parts and get any MG serviced.

Called the 500C, a global 
preview of the chic convertible 
will take place early March at the 
Geneva Motor Show, 

Switzerland, with its Europe-wide 
launch to follow soon after. 

And the sooner the better, for the 
new, British-built Mini 
Convertible launches on March 
28, the car that is seen as the 
Fiat’s main rival. 

The Mini model comes in Cooper 
form, with a starter price tag of 
£15,995. The Fiat starter version 
should retail at some £6,000 or 
so less than that. 

Like the car, Fiat’s cabriolet pays 
homage to the open-top 1957 
model, and it gets a powered 
soft roof that slides fully to the 
rear of the 500 when opened. 

The appeal of using such an 
innovative sliding soft top means 


that the vehicle’s construction 
remains strong and safe, and 
that it 

retains the original 500’s 
dimensions - 3.55 metres long, 

1.65 metres wide, and 1.49 
metres high. 

The roof material is available in 
three colours, ivory, red, and 
black, with a choice of several 
body colours, two of them 
unique to the new car - a brilliant 
Pearl Red and a Warm Grey. 

Fiat fans will also be pleased to 
learn that it will share the same 
three powerplants seen in the 
existing 500, a 1.3-litre, 75bhp 
turbo-diesel, and 1.2-litre and 
1.4-litre petrol engines. 

As part of Fiat’s commitment to 


the environment and sustainable 
mobility, the new 500C 
incorporates a 

recently-announced Start&Stop 
system, which shuts the engine 
down in jams or at traffic lights, 
quickly firing it up again when the 
clutch is depressed for gear 
selection. 

The 500C will be built at Fiat’s 
Tichy plant in Poland, and full 
pricing and specification are 
expected to be announced at the 
Geneva Show.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving.To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far.
